The ICitelien Range. 

Gas is very much used these days for 
cooking purposes, and certainly it is a de¬ 
lightful method when compared to the 
difficult to manage coal range of a few ' 
years ago, but whether coal or gas he 
used the kitchen range must be cleaned 
just as often to keep it bright and clean. 

If a coal range is used, the end of the 
day is the best time to clean and polish. 
After removing the ashes dust the range 
■well and apply a little enameline polish 
(which is always moist and ready for use) 
with a damp flannel. Polish with a dry 
flannel or a brush if the range is a big 
one. The stove can be polished when ^ 
warm, but not when very hot. 

If gas is used for cooking purposes, be¬ 
fore starting to clean the range the gas 
should be lighted for a couple of mo- J 
ments to heat the iron. Enameline polish 
prevents rust. 

The same process of cleaning may he 
applied to stoves and fire grates.—Ameri¬ 
can Queen.

discover that it was the moral rot¬ 
tenness growing out of a chosen, 
notan enforced, idleness that ate 
away their foundations. An idle 
life is a guilty life whether rich or 
poor. The guilt lies where the 
cause 1 ies. Jn studying the pro¬ 
blem of idleness we And two causes. 
The one grows directly out of our 
peculiar industrial system, and 
forces idleness upon large num¬ 
ber of men who are ready and will¬ 
ing to work. Tho_ other grows out 
of individual choice, which is 
determined by innate ingrained 
laziness, or that material wealth 
which tempts and fosters laziness 
within men who would otherwise 
be industrious. It is a very easy 
thing to say that the cure for this 
sin lies in the removal of the cause- 
That is far easier said than done. 
The work of the sociologist I take 
it is to And out’the principles up¬ 
on which human society is built, 
and which determine the relations 
of men and women to each other, 
and how those principles should 
be applied and operated. The 
work of the reformer, especially 
the social reformer, is to get these 
principles into the best working 
order possible. This is the social 
reformer’s tremendous task. .-And 
his greatest foe is that hardened 
•conscience which in bodies of men 
has no regard for the proper mor¬ 
al and social conditions of those 
who are dependent upon the work 
others can give them, and oppor¬ 
tunities others can create for them, 
to earn their daily bread; or which 
in the individual makes him a 
truant to all that is best within 
him and to that social and induS' 
trial law which, is one of the chief 
foundation stones of a safe and 
happy human society. Idleness is 
criminal then, whether enforced or 
chosen. Discussing the question 
from the standpoint of capital and 
labor, if organized capital could be 
led to take all due considerations 
of this fact, and if organized labor 
could be induced to recognize this 
fact, and if individual men every¬ 
where were alive to the same 
thing, I am Sure that a great 
deal of suffering and guilt would 
be*taken out of this world. 

It is very interesting to notice, 
however, how men when acting in 
bodies will violate principles which 
Singly or individually they would 
defend by all the strength and re¬ 
source they could command. And 
BO men, when they organize them¬ 
selves Into bodies for the purpose 
of increasing their material pos¬ 
sessions, lay aside, to a greater or 
less extent, that conscience which 
is their monitor and guide in their 
own private and individual life. 
This explains, I think, what is 
sometimes called the soullessness 
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of a corporation. I have no fault 
to And with the fundamental idea 
of combination for economic pur¬ 
poses. I fhink it is sciontiAcaily 
correct. ]3ut only ^rhen men cease 
to distinguish between a conscience 
which they employ as individuals 
and the one they employ as parts 
of a corporation will the evils 
which grow out of combinations be 
remedied. I have argued thus to 
point out the fact that the man 
who is idle because he is iorced in¬ 
to it by circumstances which he 
cannot control any more than he 
can control the sunlight, is not ad 
judged guilty by my topic, but 
that those who control the labor of 
a man, who limit—through person 
al and selAsh desires—his powers of 
production, may be committing, 
and are committing when they so 
do, one of the grayest crimes 
against what is written deep in the 
imperishable order of creation and 
the very texture of the human soul 
If those who have the power to 
supply means through which In 
dustry manifests itself, and create 
opportunities for the physical en 
ergies of men, would consider at 
what a risk, at what a cost of social 
and moral strength they are accu¬ 
mulating their material wealth, I 
think that the relation of Capital 
and Labor would be changed, and 
the commercial and industrial 
world would take on a brighter as 
pect and be blessed with a health¬ 
ier atmosphere. A man or a body 
of men who can control the labor 
or the material condition of anoth¬ 
er man controls to a greater ex¬ 
tent than we sometimes realize, 
his moral character also. And 
upon such men, and such bodies of 
men, it is the business, it seems to 
me, of social and moral reformers 
to press the great fundamental, 
creative principle wlfich the first 
proposition of my topic embodies. 

If for material advantages a man 
or body of men, selfishly and in 
considerately forces idleness upon 
another man, they commit crime 
by fiagrantly violating one of the 
most important laws which lie at 
the base of a happy and healthy 
social order. But equally crimi¬ 
nal is the man who is idle through 
choice, either because he has mate 
rial wealth enough to support his 
idleness, or because he is thorough¬ 
ly and constitutionally lazy. He 
is nothing less than a poltroon who 
seeks to couch his idleness beneath 
the abominable notion that the 
world owes him a living. Lucky 
.for that man that there is such a 
thing as* Christian charity in the 
world. It is a wonder that the 
trees and the rocks, and the hills 
do not cry out against him. It is 
a wonder that the animals do not 
shun him, and the sun and moon 
and stars hide their light when he 
looks up at them. But the man 
who hasn’t the sense enough to 
blush and shame when he makes

such a statement wouldn’t feel 
abashed by even such a terrible re¬ 
buke as that. 

I am not now discussing recrea¬ 
tion, or overlooking the necessity 
of it. There is no .truer saying 
than “All work and no play makes 
Jack a dull boy.” I am dealing 
now with simple downright, out- 
and-out laziness, as you will see it 
exemplified by the man whose 
almost daily habit is to lean his 
back against a building, or wear 
out some chair in a store, or with 
his arms nearly up to his elbows 
in his pockets, 'and u pipe between 
his teeth, or a piece of tobacco in 
his mouth, talks horse, and dis¬ 
cusses politics and religion, and 
settles all the great questions of 
the Universe, in a blacksmith Shop. 
Or, as it is exemplified' on the oth¬ 
er hand by the man who has so 
muqh leisure that he is hatching 
up all sorts of schemes simply to 
kill the time that wealth has put 
at his disposal. The man who is 
idle because he is """lazy, who will 
not work though he has the chance, 
kis one of the most miserable in¬ 
grates in which the spark of life is 
found. And I am bold enough to 
include here those who, claiming 
to have an occupation, do just as 
little as they possibly can. He is 
a contradiction and a violation of 
all that is honest and upright and 
lawful. He is a 'cheat and a mon¬ 
ster. He is the only object in all 
creation that contradicts one of 
creation’s foundation principles. 
Thus Idleness makes a man an 
alien and a monster. It robs him 
of honor and strength. It covers 
him with shame instead of glory. 
It vitiates his character, and opens 
the door of his inner jife to ail the 
little devils that rob life of its best 
gifts and its greatest enjoyments. 
And through such men it thrusts 
burdens and problems on the com¬ 
munity under which conscientious 
and upright men to-day are sweat¬ 
ing and groaning. 

How different in contrast, the 
man who works; who is industri¬ 
ous; who brings body and mind 
into line with some definite and 
worthy end; who brings either 
body or mind under the discipline 
of vigorous and healthy energy. 
Perhaps it will be urged that the 
man who works to-day is in man^ 
cases little, if any, better than’a 
slave. He had better be by ten 
thousand times the slave of Indus 
try than the brute that laziness 
makes a man. The man who 
works is the man who lives. 
Though men through their selfish 
power may grind him, he is at 
least true to what lies at the hot 
tom of a peaceful and happy 
human society. The fundamental 
principle of the first proposition 
before us finds in him its best em 
boditnent. He has a nobler char 
actor, while he Saves (he commun 
ity the perplexity of many (lisa 
greeable and dangerous problems 
and conditions which idleness 
thrusts upon it. 

Perhaps it will be well here to 
say a word relative to what Indus¬ 
try means as touching our every¬ 
day life. It means taking up the 
task that comes to you whether 
in the kitchen or parlor touching 
the happiness and comfort of the 
domestic circle of which you are a 
part; whether in the field or shop 
touching the material welfare of 
tne community in which you live; 
whether in the schoolroom, in the 
office, on the platform touching the 
moral and social conditions of 
those who come within the range 
of your influence through these 
meads; arid not daring to turn 
aside from any task that thus pre¬ 
sents itself. For by such princi¬ 
ples as I have tried to reason out 
labor of any kind, the end Of 
which is human happiness, is ex¬ 
alted and dignified. By a law 
Which is \yritten in every atom of 
creation, which is Written into the 
texture of your own soul, your own 
existence is your own condemna 
tiotl unless—so long as conditions 
give you the opportunity—ah in¬ 
telligent find purposeful activity 
controls your life* 

But While We are* here taught the 
dignity and sanctity of labor, we 
are told by the second proposition 
before us that “Industry Without 
Art is brutality”. There is a condi¬ 
tion attaching to out labors or the 
very thing upon Which our primal 
right to an existence is based, that 
will bring us to the level of the 
brutes* Into th§ task,—whatever 
it is—that a man’s condition brings 
to hiin, he must put his whole 
spirit, and the very best spirit of 
Which he is capable. So far as la¬ 
bor is concerned, this Is what really 
differentiates him from the horse 


or the ox. This is a fact to which 
all of us who labor either with our 
hands or our head might, be more 
keenly alive. The world needs 
artists in all branches and along 
all lines of its work. We have a 
habit of applying the terms skilled 
and unskilled to different classes 
of workers. But the fact remains 
that he only is the skilled work¬ 
man, whether he is cleaning a 
street crossing, constructing a ma¬ 
chine-building a building, writing 
an essay, pleading a case, diagnos¬ 
ing'-® disease, or preaching a ser¬ 
mon,—who puts his spirit into it to 
the-end that the best'piece of work 
shall be produced that he is capa¬ 
ble of for the time being. A me¬ 
chanic was once getting out a cyl¬ 
inder for a steam engine. ■ He was 
What is known as a skilled Work¬ 
man. But- he had just interest 
enough in what he was doing to 
forget to allow for the expansion 
and contraction of his machine 
owing to the friction of the day 
and the rest over night. The dif¬ 
ference was practically impercep¬ 
tible to the nliked eye, but it was 
sufficient to make that cylinder 
worth no more , than so much old 
iron. The horse and the ox plod 
along the furrows all day long. 
They are as utterly insensible to 
the art there is in ploughing a 
field as they are to the science of 
Agriculture, or the material forces 
that conspire to make Agriculture' 
a Science, and agricultural work 
an art. The man behind the plough 
may be as dead to the art in his 
work as the ox and the horse. 
Thus in essence he occupies the 
same plane. So as a man may be 
criminal through laziness he may 
be nothiog more than an animal 
in his work. 

As a matter of fact it is this 
animalism in labor that makes 
more than half the trouble between 
those who buy labor and those 
who sell k it. Bo you argue that a 
man cannot put Art into labor, be¬ 
cause his labor is too insignificant, 
or conditions are such that this 
spirit is ground out of him? It is 
a lie. Dor if intelligence in a man 
is of the least whit more conse¬ 
quence than the intelligence of a 
horse, he must put an intelligent 
spirit into it. One of the leading 
80ciaologist of to-day tells fig that 
“when we despise a necessary task 
we shun and spoil it. No work 
can be done finely unless it is 
thought to be dignified.” And 
right here, I think, is where the 
most of us make a very serious 
blunder.. We cut what to us seem 
slight and menial, and unimport¬ 
ant tasks, loose from the indus-1 
trial order in which ,, men find their 
material blessings. The man who 
for want of the proper spirit habi¬ 
tually slights his work whatever 
it is, is unworthy of anything bet¬ 
ter, no matter what his capabili¬ 
ties are. The words of John Bus¬ 
kin on this point are well worthy 
our attention* “We are not sent 
into this world to do anything in¬ 
to which we canuot put our hearts 
We have certain , work to do for 
our broad, and that is to be done 
strenuously; other work to do for 
our delight, and that is to be done 
heartily ; neither is to be done by 
halves or shifts, but with a will; 
and what is not Worth this effort- 
is not to be done at all.” That is 
What putting Art into labor means 
And the man who does not put 
this Art into his Industry, so far 
as his labor is concerned, he can¬ 
not by auy process of reasoning; 
he cannot by the power of any law 
make himself any better' than the 
horse Who instinctively, but never¬ 
theless blindly, bends himself to 
the load put Upon him. Brutality 
in this connection is simply the 
lack of appreciation of the dignity 
of any Sort of legitimate work* 

I Rave Said nothing abCut the 
effect of Art in industry upon the 
Individual character'. Before such 
an intelligent audience thiB is Un¬ 
necessary* Let rue repeat the 
statement with which I began, for 
it will bear treasuring In all our 
thoughts and lives, “Life without 
Industry is Guilt.” 

“Industry without Art is Bru¬ 
tality.’ 1 ’ I Should be happy indeed 
to know that in arguing eat this 
great fact, as I have tried to do, I 
had succeeded in fixing in all our 
minds the fundamental creative 
principles of the first part of the 
statement so that it would forever 
save us from any criminal Idleness 
that might spoil our lives, and the 
vital truth of the second part of 
the statement, so that it* Would 
forever prevent any task dragging 
us down to the level of the brute 
Creatidn*
